Take first a view of the Nation- 
al Debt. According to the return 
issued in July, 1937, the aggregate 
Nabilities of the State rose to a 
peak figure of 2£7,875,641,961 in 
1922. This had been reduced by 
March G1, 1931 (that is, the end 
of the Inst complete financial year 
covered by the period of office of 
the Labour Government) to 
£7,582,209,661. 

It is significant that in the 
year 1931 the Labour Govern- 
ment was succeeded by a Na- 
tional Government on the alleg- 
ed ground that its policy was 
financially unsound, . and that 
there was a financial crisis, Yet 
from the return «which I bave 
just quoted, the aggregate Ha- 
bilities of the State on March 
31, 1937, had risen to £7,909,- 
862,264—an increase of £327,- 
562,000.. 

Since March 81 last, however, 
this Debt has been still further 
increased by the issue of £100 
millions of defence bonds, plus an 
increase in the Floating Debt of 
about £260 millions. Up to date, 
therefore, it appears that since 
1931 the aggregate Habilities of 
the State on debt account have in- 
ercased by about £677 millions. 
Moreover, the Government has an- 
nounced {ts intention of borroiv- 
ing altogether £400 millions for 
rearmament purposes £300 mil- 
lions of which has yet to be raised. 

* % * 

During the debate on the Aus- 
trian crisis, the Prime Minister 
made such references to the need 
for revision of defence policy and 
sacrifices from the whole com- 
munity that it soems likely that 
the defence programme will be 
enlarged and the amount to be 
borrowed increased, Unless there 
is a very substantial increase in 
revenue, and special provision is 
made for debt repayments in the 
next three years, we must face the 
prospect of a total increase in the 
National Debt of well over £1,000 
millions sterling by 1941-42, as 
compared, with 1931. 

It is true that a considerable 
portion of the-increase in aggre- 
gate indebtedness is in reapect of 
borrowings for the Exchange 
Equaliantion Fund, against which 
it is sald thero are. considerable 
csusots held, including gold. 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that thoso assets were only 
obtained by the sale abroad of 
sterling which had beon borrowed 


“on tho.public debt account. Whe- 


ther those nasots will cver bo 
realised at their full.value will 
depend upon: the time and the cir- 
cumstances of the demand made
